Wbo Invented Sansages? 

I't HEYWOOD. 

A eorrosponJont asks us this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of sauaagca?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Caisar claimed to bo tho,. inventor, but 
historians and commentators ^axetnni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in tho minds of the best informed 
writers on the subji-ct but that tho Uer- 
mans wcn^ tho iiivoutors of the hausa;^*:, 
and that Ciusar in his wars at,'ainst tlie 
stubborn Creriuan tribes bcoam(uu'i|uaint- 
ed with their way of making the saus.ag('. 
On his return to Borne, aft6r .cros.ung the 
Rubicon, ho tried to induce tho inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, lint tho Komans wore rich, 
they fed on hixurios gurnercd from the 
lands which thoy had coiupicred ami 
thej rejected tho sausr.go. Oa tho iiiorn- 
ing of the day of liis douth at tlio liMids 
of tho conspirators, Cicsar sadlj' informed 
his wife that Imperial Itomo was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastoiioil 
by its rejectioa of sousages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact — one quoted 
by tho great liistorian SimaniJes, and 
Gibbons, and Niobuhr— that no uatiou 
has been groat as a military jiower, in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diet, 
The recent war between Germany and 
France proves this. Seventy-five years 
ago tho French were intensely fond of 
sauaago, then they overran Europe, lint, 
lilce the Itoinana, thoy took to hixurous 
living, and the downfall of lit Idle France 
followed. ' - . 

Tha Germans have always been a war* 
like nation. Thoy have alw'ays boon eat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest general of 
modern times, jMoltko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. Hn says t'lat no 
man who is not a lover of sausages CAn 
over make a groat general. Some years 
ago he was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. He was eating his 
usual meal of "wurstand pnnipjrnickel," 
and asked tho young oiricer to join liiiii 
Tho offer was dc'iliued on the giouiid that 
ho iiover oonld oat saiis,i:;i.'s. ".Sir," k.irI 
tho grout giMloral, lookin;; at the ollieor 
witli flashing oycs, "tljo man who cannot 
oat sausages nood never ospoot promo- 
tion from mo." Tlio young officer at onco 
applied himself so assiduously to tho oul- 
tivatiou of a taste for san.vjgos that in the 
late war ho had rison to be General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A dist:isto for sau- 
sages led to tho dismissal of a wooer of 
tho General's daughter. ISlio aftorwar.l-i 
married a manufaeturpr of sausages with 
her father's ap[)robation, and she is now 
tho happy mother of oiglit iiealtliy sau- 
sage-eating ohildren. Were anyone to 
say in Qoneral Von .^loltke's presnneo 
that sausag.is wore made out of refir f 
dogs, ho would regard it as a inoital of- 
fouco. And yet he has never aeconntid 
for tho doucdeuuo in the number of dogs 
in Germany since sausages becamo the 
national food, as frogs are that of tho 
French, potatoes and herrings of tlio Ir- 
islj, Ijouf and plum pudding of the I'-ui,'- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobacco of .\m- 
ericans, aii'l Heywood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. J"^

in the District sis well as their anxious 
faces and frequent visits to tho tolc- 
graph oflieoa. Tift) truth of the matter 
ib tlint their anxiety was so painfully 
intense that they sovigbt to conceal it, 
as inauy a fellow liaa done, by dfrlur. 
ing that thoy "didn't earo a coulintal." 
"Well, their worwt forohoilings have 
been realized. J-)efe;it has conio; iuul 
it has come in tho inosL ag'^;ravatiny- 
form possible. It appears that eight 
.Ohineae votes were cast. The local 
organ insists that they wore all cant 
for the two Reform candidates; and it 
saj'S that, being worthless, tlioy will 
be disallowed, and being' dirtalloweil, 
Saul (Poor Saul!!) will yet get back to 
the scat ho so much graced. Now, in 
the lirst place, how can our contem- 
porary possibly know for whom those 
eighfc-Ohineso votes were cast? The 
voting, being by ballot, was secret,and 
nothing can' be absolutely known as to 
"who voted for who." It is mere con- 
jecture.' We are informed that the 
Chinese vote was about equally divid- 
ed; audit stands to reason that ihoav 
proteges (as will shortly appear) of 
tho Government woifld not all 
plump against Saul.

"Ward Hunt. Spoeches wctg made liv 
scvoral Cahinot .Ministors, in which es- 
pecial ri,'f(.i'ri!i-c w:i.-; nmdc to the im- 
partial ad!iiiiii:ilralion of Iho airaira of 
State bj Disraeli Hince his succession 
to tho Premiership. In replying to 
the toast, lie thanked tho inoniljovs of 
the Cabinet for the Hupjiort rendered 
and for their compliiiisutary rofereuco 
to hie labors diirin;^;^ the last sessio* of 
Parliament. Keforriug to Mr. Glad- 
atono'R anti Pa])al manifesto, he said if 
the troublef! antieipatcid liy 3L'. Cllad- 
■tone .should occur, the Conservative 
party of England would vindicate the 
principles of religious liberty and 
truth. 

Referring to tho recent outcry for a, 
soparation of the Colonies, Mr, Disra- 
eli distinctly declared himself in favor 
of maintaining the integrity of the Em- 
pire. He said that of this policy the 
annexation of the Fiji Islands was 
proof. The Government was resolved 
to consolidate the Empire land^estab- 
lisn an identity of interests and syra- 
patliy with the Colonies. The Clov- 
ernment believed in tho maintenanoo 
of peace, for which all the great pow- 
ers were anxious.

CAN CHIWAfflEH VOTE? 

Attorney-Gen'i Wallcem's 
Legal Opinion! 

Exlracl from "Slamhird's" li<-porl Lef/iskt- 
live Proceedings, Jan. ti'Jth, bS7 l. 

"Clause 3 reads:— Nothing in tliis Act 
shall be oonstrued to extend to or iuoludo 
or apply to Chinese or Indians. 

"Hon. Attorney-General argued very 

forcibly on the nnoonstitutiouality of 
trying to exclude Chiueao who may be 
Briti.sli subjects, natives of Hongkong 
for example-, from tho beuollts and jiri- 
vileges enjoyed by British subjects. His 
own opinion was that a Chinaman, gen- 
erally speaking, should not havo a vote; 
BUT AS THE LEGAL OFFICER OF 
THE GOVERNMENT, THE THING 
WAS WHOLLY UNCONSTUTIONAL 
ANiJ THE CLAUSE WAS BETTER 
01:T or THE BILL, lie maintained 
that a Chinaman, a British subject, v,:is 
as much entitled to vote as a native of 
Kaffraria; they might as well exclude 
Irislimon, Welshmen, or Cornishmen or 
Queen's Oouutymen, and he did not know 
tliat the latter would be a wronrj thing to 
do.
